at an extremely low rate of interest. Naturally he and 
those who fought with him were disappointed when the 
present congress refused to adopt that bill. 

But why take it out on President Roosevelt, who 
after all is said and done, is not the lawmaking power of 
the land? His job is to enforce the law. It is congress, 
which passes the laws that are enacted and if people 
would pay a whole lot more attention than they do tod 
whom they elect as lawmakers, instead of blaming the 
chief executive of the nation for what congress fails to 
do, needed laws would become realities much sooner than 
they ever are likely to do by attempting to start a new 
party less than six months before the day set for a presi- 
dential election. 


There is not enough time left now for any new party 


to do more than poll a creditable vote next November, | 
but if that vote comes mostly, if not wholly from the most | 


progressive candidate of the two old parties then it might 


happen that this would shift enough votes in close states | 
from Roosevelt to Lempke to elect Landon and thus leave | 


the advocates of the third party principles farther from 
realizing what they are striving for than they are right 
now. To put it differently, every vote shifted from Roose- 
velt to Lempke would increase Landon’s chances of being 


elected. In other words, a vote for Lempke, who by the | 
way is a republican, by anyone who would rather have | 
Roosevelt than Landon, is equivalent to a vote for Lan- | 


don, whose chance of being elected may be determined 


by the number of Roosevelt votes that can be swung to | 


Lempke in those states where the vote is close. 


Should such a result take place it would be a mis- 


fortune for labor, whose treatment at the hands of Roose- 


velt has been much fairer and more liberal, than has been | 
accorded labor by any former president, since the days of | 


Lincoln. He may not have done everything that was 


expected but he has tried to do something against much | 
opposition and his efforts have borne good fruit for labor | 
and for this reason labor is now very generally lined up | 


for his re-election. 


What the third party should have done, had they really 


meant business, would have been to have started early 
enough to put candidates for congress in every district 
where the wrong kind of congressmen are misrepresent- 


ing our people. But instead they wait till the time for. 


filing for primaries is closed, thus leaving as their only 


remaining chance, the privilige still open of putting can- | 


didates in the field as independents. To have a third party, 
with nothing but a candidate for president, when the 
object is to get certain laws and then not have any candi- 
dates for lawmakers for that third party that could help 


make the laws that are really wanted does not look like | 


good sense. It looks like politics intended to help elect 
Landon, no matter what may be the opinions of those 
furthering the move. Their intentions may be to advance 


certain principles but if their sole achievement would be 
to help elect Landon instead of Roosevelt how would that | 


be any real help in advancing those principles? 


If you are acquainted with an unorganized worker it 
should be your first duty to undertake to convince him 
he should join the union to which he may be eligible to 
belong. 

To resort to strikes may be a crude way of bringing 
matters to a head but there are times when it is a mighty 
effective method of getting results for labor.
